THE REVIEW. 
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Chapter No. I. THE LIVING ROOM 


© tarnish a rtom successfully we 
must consider Mas a whole. 

‘The indiscrim choosing of odd 
furnishings will fever lead to success. 
In selecting the rugs, the hangings, 
the wall covering, and the furniture, 
let us keep the fact well in mind 
that they are to constitute the fur- 
nishings for a single room, that there 
must be the element of harmony ex- 
isting hetween them if the final resuct 
is to be successiul. lf space per- 
mitted, the subject of harmonious 
furnishings could be exhaustively 
treated from a theoretical point of 
view, but a little caro’ will be of 
far greater assistance than 
theories we could 
mon-sense wi 


imagination 
rooms f rom, being dull and common- 


Many living rooms are unsuccess{ ul 
in their decorative schemes because 
the furnishings are chosen indiscrims 
inately. As we choose each individua 
object, tet us consider the fact as to 
whether it is appropriate for, the 
soom and whether it will harmonize 
with the other furnishings. We will 
learn this by constant observation of 
other successfully furnished rooms. 
Next to experience, observation is our 
seat teacher. Take as af example, 
a successfully furnished living room 
of one of your friends. Note the 
colors used, whether the curtains are 
figured or plain, what kind of a‘rug 
has been used on the floor and. the 


‘general arrangement and design of 


the furniture. You need not copy 
the room but you will begin to un- 
conscioudly grasp the fundamental 
ideas which are expressed there. 
These ideas will help you, and al- 


‘though your taste may ‘be quite dif- 


ferent, you will begin to reason out 
your own problems in an intelligent 
manner, 

The living room may be called the 
rendezvous for all members of the 
houschold and-in consequence, we 
have many points ‘to take into careful 
consideration in its furnishing. Prob- 


| 
} 


wbly the most important of these is: 


comfort, for the living room; no 
matter how charming it may appear 
in its general scheme of decorating, 
is never successful unless it is com- 
fortably furnished. 

By comfortably furnished I do not 
mean that one has merely to choose 
easy chairs, for we must go mach 
further than this. To obtain this 
degree of comfort in thé furnishings, 
we must consider our problems from 
many points of view and reason them 
out in a practical and intelligent man- 
mer. . And what, we may ask, are 
these important points which must be 
considered. * 

Let us take it- for granted that in 
selecting the furniture we . have 
chosen the various pieces which are

ter of the room. Several arrange- 
ments are successful, dependent upon 
the general shape and size of the 
room. If the table is oblong im shape, 
it may be placed at right angles to 
the fireplace toward one end of the 
living room. The davenport could 
then be placed opposite with the floor 
space cleat in front of the hreplace. 


Another good arrangement, and one , 


that is very popular in small living’ 
rooms, is to place the table-checctly 
at the back. of the davenport, as 
s‘town in dilustration No. 1. This is 
a good space-saving arrangement for 
emall rooms, for by combining the 
two largest picces of furniture, it 
makes the most of the limited floor 
space, In square rooms, the daven- 
port may be placed alongside of 
the fireplace and the table directly 


ing all figured papers in the living 
rooms, as they are unrestiul. Tans, 
jvories, putty colors or grays are suc- 
cessful wall tomes and any one of 
them may be successfully used 
throughout the house. As a rule, the 
walls should be kept light and our 
color contrasts will come in the hang- 


ings, rugs, furniture coverings, lamp 


‘shades, cushions and pillows, in dact, 


in all objects which might be termed 
the properties of the living room. 

In the small objects, such as a pil- 
low, a piece of pottery or a lamp 
shade, let us not be afraid of the 
really brilliant colors. Touches of 
br hiant color invariably add life to 
any room. Unfortunately, most of 
our rooms are sadly lacking in this 
respect and appear dull and dreary 
for the want of bright touches of

After we have placed the two 
largest piece: o: furniture, the chairs 
should be arranged in convenient 
positions, a large chair near the fire- 
place, two-esy chairs near the read- 
ing table, a comfortable chair. placed 
near a window and the smaller chaifs 
and tables in odd corners. 

An important consideration in the 
decorating and furnishing of the liv- 
ing room is a good color scheme. 
preference fora particular color in 
some cases decides this point, but be- 
fore our de ‘sion is made, we should 
ta‘.e the room itself into considera- 
tion. Which direction do the win-

comfortable in themselves, the chairs, | 


some easy and luxurious, others small 
and easily moved about, a stool or 
two, several small tables which can 
be placed in odd corners, a good sized 
center table for books, papers and 
magazines, a davenport or couch 
which is not too high nor too deep, 
a desk for writing notes and keeping 
the housebold accounts, and s0 on. 
This is, of course, the most impor- 
iant part of our work and will re- 
quire our most careful consideration. 
And, second only in importance to 
choosing the various pieces of furni- 
ture, is their arrangement, 
Convenience plays an important 
part in comfortable arrangement. La t 
us start with the living room table. 
In placing the table, we must consider 
the fact that it forms a nucleus 
round which the other furnishityrs 
are assembled. On_ this table are 
the papers and magazines, the

What is the finish of the woodwork, 
and what character of furniture is to 
be placed in the room? 

Let ws take for instance, the room 
with Northern exposure, North light 
is cold light, and we should make. 
every effort to create a warmth of 
atmosphere within the room by choos~- 
ine the warm colors-—golden-browns, 
vellows or soft reds. It would be a 
mistake to decide on green, blue or 
gray, as they mv ariably create a cold 
atmosphere. Again, if the windows 
are small and do not admit mach 
licht. we should choose the bright 
colors which will reflect the hight as 
much as possible. The. color of the 
woodwork should be taken into con- 
sideration. Lf white or ivory paint is 
used, the heavy dark colors should be 
avoided as white woodwork usually 
sueeests the lighter tones. lf the 
dark colors are used, the, contrast is 
usually too striktimg. The, heavy 
colors may be successfully used in a 
room with dark Stained trim, 

The old ica of choosing one color 

or the walls. apother for the hanx-

The modern temflemcy in decorating is

color. It is always safe to let a 
room reflect a single color. If blue 
is a color that meets our fancy and 
seems appropriate for the room, 
not be afraid to let it be known that 
blue was your choice. Combine with 
it-a golden-brown on, a dull yellow 
lamp shade, an orange colored pillow 
or two. Keep the large upholstered 
pieces in soft; quiet, colors and-one 
of the smaller chairs may be quite 
gay in color. By accentuating the 
bright colors in the smaller objects, 
our rooms will never appear dismal 
or dreary. 

The proper lighting of the living 
room is just as important as the 
choosing of a good color scheme or 
the selecting of harmonious furnish- 
ings. The lighting fixtures in the 
average room are placed far too high. 
The old-fashiohed center chandelier 
was, without question, the most 
abominable feature that has ever been 
created. Because of the necessity of 
placing the globes above the head line, 
a glare of light. was. thrown in an 
upward ‘direction. This is\ just the 
reverse of what it should be, Every 
light in any room should be properly 
shielded by. a shade and the light 
thrown down, Lamp light is the 
most agreeable because it-is low light 
properly shielded, particularly so 
when the shages are in soft colors. I 
would like-t6 advise the use of lamp 
light in every living room, and only 
lamp light. If side lights are used, 
they should not be placed higher than 
six fect from the floor, or lowernes 
The style of furnishings which we 
choose Cepends almost entirely upon 
our personal taste. All the well- 
known styles are good and to state a 
preference would merely be a per- 
sonal point. We

house is Colonial in design and the | 


woodwork throughout is white, this 
fact alone suggests mahogany furni- 
ture, The combination of oak furni- 
ture and white woodwork is seldom 
harmonious and should be avoided. 


There are many styles made in malidg- | 


any, suitable for white painted rooms 
and if we use discrimmation in our 
selections, pieces of various styles 
may be successfully assembled We 
no longer buy sets of furniture for 
the living room. The old idea that 
each piece should match its neighbor 
is entirely dispensed with. Keep in 
mind the fact that the various pieces 
are to be used in the same room, that 
some harmony should exist between 
them and we cannot go far wrong. 

Oak furniture is suitable for rooms 
with stained woodwork. Many of the 
designs with twisted legs and cane 
panels, which have become so popular 
im recent years, are especially attrac- 
tive. Let us not make that fatal mis- 
take, however, and choose the highly 
varnished variety $0 0 
termed “golden oak.” The dull fin- 
ishes are far more attractive and in 
much better taste. I will tell you 
next week a lot of facts about “Win- 
dow Hangings” with many helpful 
illustrations,

Ut ts related that Secretary Stan- 
ton, to whom was given great power 
to thwart this interference on the part 
of the president, on presentation of an 
erder from Mr. Lincoln tn behalf of 
geome luckless individual would tear it 
ap, thus declining to respect it. But io 
this case the president overruled the 
secretary and ordered a new trial for 
the condemned man. 

' ‘The hopes that were ralsed in All 
mon Vanghan by this interference 
were doomed to disappointment. The 
otticera of the court, refusing to per. 
mit their feelings to influence them, 
returned a second verdict of guilty 
| Again the president was appealed to, 
again be ordered another trial, and 
again the same verdict was returned. 

Naturatly these three trials con- 
sumed a great deal of time, and when 
the faust verdict was returned the 
«pring of 1865 had opened, and the 
end of the war was in sight. Senator 
Henderson refused to be discouraged. 
There was one means of saving George 
Vaughan’s life that bad not been util- 
ixed. President Lincoln possessed the 
pardoning power fn such cases, and 
the senator resolved fo make an ef- 
fort in that direction. 

Visiting the White House, he ob- 
tained access to the kind hearted pres- 
ident avd solicited a pardon for the 
condemned Confederate, urging the 
fact that the war was practically over 
and such an act of clemency would 
‘go far to bringing the Confederates of 
Missouri back into the Union fold. 

“See Stanton,” sald Mr. Lincoln, “and 
teli him that this man must be re 
leased.” 

“] have seen him,” replied the sen- 
ator, “and he will do nothing.” 

“Bee him again,” said the president, 

“and if be will do nothing come back 
to me.” 
Again Senator Henderson sought the 
fron secretary, who set his square 
jaws and refused to interfere with the 
verdict of the court martial. Had 
Allmon Vaughan known of this final 
effort to save bié brother from an Ig- 
nominious death and of the shadow 
that was then hanging over the only 
man who could save him he wold 
have lost all hope. ‘

Corporal Inatractor Jules Andre 
Peugeot, of the 44th French Infan- 
try, whe was m@ by Léent. 
Mayer, commandant of a reconnoitr- 
ing party of the 5th Mulhouse Cav- 
alry, thirty bours before his Gorern- 
ment hed declared war on France. 
The murder was committed at Jonch- 
erey. Canton de Delle, Haute-Rhin, 
France, at 10 o'clock on the morning 
of August 2. The German detach- 
ment had penetrated French terri- 
tory by order of the German Govern- 
ment. 

Corporal Peugeot was in com- 
mand of an outpost at Joncherey. 


When the Huns approached he made | 


the ustal challenge. Mayer drew 
hia service revolver and fired three 
times into the Frenchman's body. 
Mortally wounded, Peugeot managed 
to lift his rifle and 
derer. He was but.21 years of age, 
and a grandson of a former colonel 
in the French army. His bodywaa 
removed to his native village and In- 
terred beside that of-—~ bis” soldier 
forefather. 

It is the intention of the Peugeot 
Monument Committee, which is com- 
posed of a number of illustrious 
Frenchmen among whom are the 
Minister of War, and many Cabinet 
Ministers and Senators and Parlia- 
mentarians, to raise a magnificent 
monument to the memory of the 
first soldier to fall. on the western 
front. The subscription bas been 
opened in all the allied countries. 


New Tax Means Big Revenue. 


The new amusement tax provided 
for by the Legislature last session is 
expected to produce considerably 
more than’ the estimate of $600,000 
made by Hon, T. W. McGarry. The 
Provincial Treasurer stated recently 
-that the revenue from the sale of tax 
tickets had averaged about $50,000 a 
month and would probably go above 
that mark from now om with 
theatrical season in full sawing.
